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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in this 
application have been allowed because the prior art does not disclose an aircraft window having, 
inter alia, a transparent lens; a support member for the lens; a shade in the form of a flexible 
sheet or film with three sections — a first substantially transparent section adjacent a first end of 
the sheet or film, a second substantially opaque section adjacent a second end of the sheet or 
film, and a third section between the first and second sections and of varying optical gradient, 
ranging from near transparency adjacent the first section to near opacity adjacent the second 
section; and a drive device to move the shade. The prior art discloses motorized shades for 
aircraft windows as well as a shade made of transparent material in colors ranging from light to 
dark.
